The request for reconsideration has been considered does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: the arguments are not convincing. 

The argument that the cited art fails to teach a non-contact through electrode which is electrically isolated from the chip (pg 2-3) is not 
convincing. Hayasaka teaches at col 1 1 In 13-17 that at least some electrodes are formed in their host chip "only for the purpose of heat 
radiation" which directly suggests that there is no desire for those electrodes to provide electrical contact to that host chip. Since electrical 
contact is not desired, it would be obvious that said electrodes are each "a non-contact through electrode which is electrically isolated 
form the chip". Legal precedent has established that omission of an element and its function is obvious if the function of the element is 
not desired. See MPEP § 2144.04(11). 

The argument that plugs formed in a host chip only for heat radiation do not carry electrical current and hence are not electrodes (pg 3) is 
not convincing. It seems likely that although those plugs' only purpose in that chip is to carry heat, they may additionally serve the 
purpose of carrying electricity through that chip between other chips. Besides, an electrode not carrying electricity is still an electrode. 

The allegation of impermissible hindsight (pg 4) is not convincing. Applicant argues against the references individually. Taken in 
combination, where Hayasaka already has plural through electrodes of equal cross section, and Anderson teaches connecting multiple 
bumps of equal cross section to provide GND and VDD, it would be obvious to connect plural through electrodes to provide GND and VCC 
at a lower impedance than using single electrodes. Applicant's proposed combination (pg 5) may or may not additionally be reasonable 
and obvious, but is not germane to the combination in question. 

All claims remain rejected as presented in the Office Action dated 10/27/2006.
